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WOMANS BODY 
FOUND IN BURNED 
HOME: OFFICERS 
DIFFER ON CAUSE 


Jerseyville (Ill.) Widow 
Murdered, Prosecutor 
Says; Accident Victim, 
Sheriff and _ Police 
Chief Believe. 


The charred body of Mrs. Nettie 
Dunham Ford, 53-year-old widow 
and mother of five grown chil- 
@ren, was found today in the 
basement of her flame-swept, 
three-room house in Jerseyville, 
Ill, today. Authorities disagreed 
on whether Mrs. Ford died acci- 
dentally or was murdered. 


State’s Attorney Frank A. Reis- 
mer expressed the belief she was 


the victim of “foul play” and that 
kerosene had been pourtd on the 
body before it was set afire. The 
odor of kerosene was apparent in 
the house, he said. 

Robbery Possible Motive. 

Mrs. Ford was known to 
kept small sums of money 
dresser drawer, but none 
found there, Reisner said. 
added that “robbery may have 
been a motive, but there might 
have been another, too.” 

He declined to elaborate, but 
indjgated she may have been the 
victim of an intruder who sought 
to criminally attack her.. 

Chief of Police Ed Henson and 
Sheriff Asa L. Maguire held Mrs. 
Ford met death accidentally, the- 
orizing that she fell with a lighted 
kerosene lamp in her hand when 
arising early this morning and 
set herself afire. 

The woman's body, with the 
left arm and:‘right leg off, was 
discovered by firemen who were 
summoned to the blazing home 
about 6:30 a.m. While fighting 
the flame, they found the leg, 
which had been severed at the 
knee, on the bedroom floor, a few 
feet from a large hole which had 
been burned in the floor. 

Peering through the hole, they 
saw the still-burning body on the 
dirt floor of the basement with 
the severed arm nearby. The body 
was burned beyond recognition, 
but identification was made by 
dental work and bits of charred 
clothing. 
Identified by Son. 

The body was identified by Mrs. 
Ford’s son, Pfc. Vilbert Ford, 26- 
‘year-o'd combat veteran, who re- 
turned on furlough last Sunday 
from Germany after two years of 
overseas service. With his wife 
and an aunt and uncle, he had 
visited his mother last night, leav- 
ing her about 10 o’clock. 

Mrs. Ford, who was employed 
as a cook in a Jerseyville cafe, 
has three married daughters who 
live in Jerseyville and another 
son in military service, Cpl. Wood- 
row Fomi, now in Germany. 

Mrs. Ford lived in the small, 
one-story frame house with her 
13-year-old grandson, Delbert Clay, 
* but she was alone in the house 
at the time of the fire as the boy 
had left about 4 p.m. yesterday 
by bus for &. L«wis to visit rela- 
tives.

MORE BEEF, LAMB, BACON 
ON SALEIN JULY THAN IN JUNE 


Report After Check of Independent St. Louis 
Shops by U. S: Bureau of Labor — 
Processed Food in Ample Supply. 


More beef, veal, lamb and bacon 
were offered for sale by independ- 
ent retail stores here in July than 
in June, the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics disclosed to- 
day. A report, based on data ob- 
tained by field representatives of 
the bureau’s Kansas City office 
who made a check of groceries and 
butcher shops in the city, was re- 
leased, 

Fifty-six per cent of the inde- 
pendent stores visited had some 
beefsteaks and roasts in July, 
compared with only 32 per cent in 
June, Veal, which was missing 
from more than 90 per cent of 
the stores in June was found in 
29 per cent in July, while lamb 
was available in only 33 per Cent 
of the stores in June, as compared 
with 41 per cent in July. 

The supply of pork loins and 
hams for sale decreased slightly. 


Thirty-one per cent of the stores 
had these pork cuts last month 
as compared with only 26 per cent 
in July. But bacon, found in only 
14 per cent of the meat markets 
in June was obtainable in 29 per 
cent of them this month. The 
percentage of stores which offered 
frankfurters and. bologna _in- 
creased from 48 in June to 56 in 
July. 

Butter continued to be available 
in some quantity in all of the 
stores visited this month, but 
there was some decrease in the 
supply of oleomargarine. Short- 
ening could be purcHased in 79 
per cent of the stores. in July, a 
slight improvement over June; 
lard was obtainable in 88 per cent 
and cooking and salad oils in 86 
per cent. /

Ellender Quits Hearing After 
Rebuff by Wherry, Crying 
‘I’m Getting Out.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Senator Ellenger (Dem.), Louisi- 
ana, walked out of a hearing to- 
day after acting Chairman Wher- 
ry (Rep.), Nebraska, cut off a 
question he put to a witness. 
Wherry sought to learn from a 
war food official, Dr. D. A. Fitz- 
gerald, if it were true that large 
quantities of stored butter had be- 
come rancid and had been sold _ to 
soap factories. 

Ellender broke in to say: “That 
is important; I hope the press gets 
this point.” 

Ignoring the remark, Wherry 
asked Fitzgerald if he knew the 
supposed sale to be “true.” 

Dr. Fitzzerald told the Small 
Business Committee that he could 
not answer without invesigating. 
Henry G. Van Veen, attached to 
the OPA's general counsel staff, 
volunteered that reports of all 
previous such sales had proved to 
be without foundation, 

Ellender then sought to ask 
Fitzgerald a question. “I don’t see 
why ..., he began. 

Wherry turned to his colleague 
and declared: “Listen, I’m _ run- 
ning this hearing and I intend to 
do it my way. I’m going to do as 
Jim Murray (Murray, a Montana 
Democrat, is committee chair- 
man.) wants me to do.” 

Ellender leaped to his feet and 
said: “I’m getting out; you can 
run this hearing as you like.” 
After a telephone check, Fitz- 
gerald said that out of 3,000,000 
pounds of butter set aside for the 
military, only 3000 pounds had be- 
come rancid and would be sold. 


PHEASANTS ADDED 
TO ALASKAN BIRD 
LIFE BY ST. LOUISAN 


Pheasants are being added to 
the bird life of an Alaskan island 
by the efforts of a St. Louis Sea- 
bee, Chief Electrical Mechanic 
Lisle Lee Cottle of 3907 Potomac 
street. The name of the island 
has not been made public. 
Cottle; who has been instru- 
mental in organizing a_ sports- 
man’s club on the island and is 
its vice president, has undertaken 
to stock the island with the game 
birds. Of 441 eggs flown to the 
island from Seattle, all but 14 
were placed in an improvised in- 
cubator in Cottle’s electrical shop; 
the 14 were placed under hens. 
The eggs in the. incubator 
spoiled, but those entrusted to 
hens were 100 per cent produc- 
tive, and yielded 14 pheasants. 
At the latest report, the birds 
were thriving on turkey feed, and 
were about to be turned loose on 
the island, as the nucleus for fu- 
ture game. 

At the naval operating base at 
Kodiak, Alaska, from which the 
report of the experiment was sent 
to the Post-Dispatch, it was said 
that a similar attempt was being 
made on Guam, end that Adm. 
Chester Nimitz was interested in 
the undertaking.

NN COAL SHORTAGE 


SFA Aid Says Only 
Army Release of Min- 
ers or End of Pacific 
War Can Prevent It. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
A Government fuel expert testi- 
fied today, “I expect all industry, 
including steel mills, to be on a 
four-day week this winter” due to 
a prospective 37,00,000-ton coal 
deficit. 

Only two things could prevent 
such a devolpment, Dr. C. J, Pot- 
ter, deputy solid fuels adminis- 


trator, told the Senate War Inves- 
tigating Committee. 

1. The Army could agree to 
furlough 30,000 coal miners to go 
to work by Oct. 1.’ 

2. The war with Japan could 
come to a sudden end. 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
first testified that next winter 
would be the coldest of the war 
for Americans unless enough min- 
ers were released to make up the 
prospective coal deficit. 

“This would be true even if we 
did not send a pound of bitumi- 
nous coal to Europe,” Ickes told 
the committee, which is looking 
into the possibility of getting 
miners discharged from the armed 
forces. 

Ickes has recommended that 
6,000,000 tons of coal be shipped to 
liberated and neutral European 
countries before next Jan. 1. 

“If immediate steps are not 
taken to increase the coal sup- 
ply in the liberated nations of 
Europe to a point that will sus- 
tain human life next winter,” he 
cautioned, “we must expect riot- 
ing, bloodshed and the destruction 
of nearly all semblance of orderly 
government.” 

The Secretary, who is also solid 
fuels administrator, told the com- 
mittee “we cannot produce coal 
without coal miners.” 

He estimated the demand for 
bituminous coal during the fuel 
year which began April 1 at 600,- 
000,000 tons, the prospective sup- 
ply under the present manpower 
outlook at 575,000,000 tons. Cor- 
responding figures for anthracite 
were 55,000,000 tons and 43,000,000 
tons. 

Ickes said the Army, “which is 
so reluctant to release miners to 
dig coal,” took part in the dis- 
cussions which led to the decision 
to make the coal shipments to 
Europe, if humanly possible. He 
gave assurance that “not a pound” 
of that coal would be for the 
people of Germany. 

“We are at a point,” Ickes tes- 
tified, “where our only ‘hope -of 
solving our own production prob- 
‘lem is to release men from mili- 
tary service. If we cannot solve 
our own problem, we cannot con- 
tinue to ship coal to Europe in 
any amount.” 

Ickes testified that this coun- 
try had lost more than 1,000,000 
tons in coal production in the last 
‘month due to strikes.

July faded from the weather 
Stage today to the accompani- 
ment of a hot blast from the 
trumpets of the weather gods, but 
despite its torrid exit and a 
scorching eight-day heat wave, it 
will go into the program notes as 
the coolest July since 1927. 

While the mercury was expected 
to come close today to the sea- 
son’s record of 98.3 degrees, estab- 
lished a week ago, Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren recalled that 
July made a delightful entrance 
with low temperatures in the 60s. 
The reading at 4 p.m. today was 
93. 


The high temperature on July 1 
was 76 degrees, the same as the 
low temperature today, and for 19 
days the cool performance con- 
tinued. As a result, the month’s 
average temperature stands at 
77.7 degrees, even though 10 days 
this month had readings of 90 or 


above. Mean temperature for the 
month in 1927 was 77.6, while 
July’s normal average is 78.8. 

Hot weather returned with a 
vengeance yesterday, the mercury 
climbing to the 93-degree mark at 
3:30 p.m. It will rémain through 
tomorrow, Wahlgren said, Relief 
is predicted for Thursday, with 
the possibility of thundershowers 
tomorrow night. 

Just to display his good memory 
and mollify complainers at the 
same time, Wahlgren recollected 
that July 1936 was rather warm, 
its 87.4 avearge temperature and 
high reading of 109 degrees stand- 
ing as records. “And I hope they 
keep on standing,” he added.

A wrench has been thrown int 
the nation’s entire small-arms am- 
munition production program by 
the wildcat strike at the McQuay- 
Norris Manufacturing Co. bullet 
core plant, 4104 Siemers lane, an 
Army representative said today. 

Lt. Earl V. Carlin of the St. 
Louis Ordnance District said the 
plant was the only one 
country at present making bullet 
cores. The tie-up of production by 
the strike of about 1000 workers, 
he said, has already slowed down 
one of the Army’s most critica! 


production programs. | 

Certification of the strike to the 
War Labor Board was expected to 
be made today. Meanwhile, both 
company and union representa- 
tives have accused each other of 
bad faith in contract relations, 

Three Union Demands. 

At a meeting last night called 
by Carlin and Federal Conciliator 
Nicholas Fillo, the union shop 
committee and a representation of 
rank-and-file strikers set up three 
conditions for rteurning to work. 
They demanded that: The two 
women union members discharged 
jast Friday be reinstated with 
back pay; pending grievances be 
settled immediately by collective 
bargaining in good faith and su- 
pervisory employes stop harassing 
union members, The strikers are 
members of CIO Unit@ Automo- 
bile Workers of America, local 
986. 

The strikers charged the man- 
agement with continued violation 
of the principles of collective bar- 
gaining. They said management 
had been using “sweat shop tac- 
tics” ever since the bullet core op- 
eration started. 

In reply, A. J. Mummert, vice 
president of the company, accused 
the strikers of violating their no- 
atrike pledge, of violating their 
union contract and of interfering 
with war production that was ur- 
gently needed. ° 


Mummert said the role of a con- 
tract was to make possible settle- 
ment ni an orderly way of all 2i 
ferences between the union and 
the company. If the union main- 
tains that the company has failed 
to settle differences according to 


in the| 


the terms of the contract, he 
added, it should go to the WLB 
and ask it to force the company’s 
compliance, 

Pickets at Gates. 


Picket lines appeared at the 
plant gates this morning, but 
union men admitted that some 
workers had crossed them and 
gone to work. One estimate said 
that 40 per cent of the second 
shift reported for work yesterday. 
There have not been any disturb 
ances reported between pickets 
and persons crossing the lines. 

A meeting of the strikers will 
be held tomorrow morning at 3416 
Union boulevard. At previous 
meetings, international represen 
tatives of the union ordered the 
strikers back to work, but their 
appeals were ignored: 

William A. Kimberling, interna- 
tional representative of the union, 
said a special meeting of the shop 
committee will be held tomorrow 
at the McQuay-Norris plant at 
4100 Forest Park avenue to dis- 
cuss the company’s failure to roll 
back cafeteria prices as ordered 
by OPA, He said there: was a 
possibility that plant employes 
might join the walkout if the 
company continued to disregard 
OPA’s order. 


40 School Carpenters Walk Out in 
Wage Dispute. 

About 40 carpenters in the em- 
ploy of the Board of Education 
quit work Friday because of a 
wage dispute, it was reported to- 
day. The carpenters, members of 
the AFL Carpenters’ Union, had 
requested a wage increase last 
month. They walked out when 
they failed to receive it. Wage ne- 
gotiations for the carpenters are 
conducted with the school board, 
which wjll not meet again until 
September. The carpenters per- 
form repair work on school build- 
ings. 


Chemical Workers Refuse to Cross 
Monsanto Picket Lines.

GIRL ALIVE, SMILING 
AFTER 1000 . FOOT 
FALLIN ELEVATOR 


Condition of Empire State 
Building Operator Still 
Serious. 


NEW YORK, July 31 (AP)— 
The elevator girl who fell from the 
80th floor about 1000 feet—when 
the cables of her car in the Em- 
pire State building were snapped 
by an Army bomber crash Satur- 
day was alive and smiling today at 
Bellevue hospital. 

She is 20-year-old Betty Lou 
Oliver of Fort Smith, Ark., who 
took a job in the world’s largest 
building while she waited for her 
sailor husband to return from 
overseas. She was to have quit 
this week, 

She was alone in the car when 
the B-25 crashed into the build- 
ing, and remained fully conscious 
during the eleyator’s descent. She 
is suffering from burns and 
bruises, 

“The elevator seemed to stop 
and shudder for a moment,” she 
told her sister, Mrs. James Beaude 
of Chicago, at the hospital. “Then 
it began plummeting op ] 
tried desperately to stop it. en 
a flash of fire enveloped me &nd I 
raised my left arm to protect my 
face. 

“The fire was gone in a moment 
and I tried again to work the con- 
trols, I picked up the elephone in 
the cage and tried to call the 
starter on the _ ground floor. 
Nothing happened. I started yell- 
ing and pounding the floor.” 

Mrs. Oliver’s condition still is 
serious, the hospital said, but she 
is much improved. Her husband, 
Oscar L. Oliver, is on his way 
home after a year and a half in 
the Pacific.

question as to whether the bill 
might not serve to lessen the in- 
centive of young men to get out 
and work for jobs, Thomas re- 
plied that it would on the con- 
trary “invigorate” them, offering 
the fullest opportunity for the use 
of their talents, energies and abili- 
ties. 

“There is nothing that dulls in- 
centive quite as much as finding 
yourself in a position where you 
can't do something,’ Thomas said. 
“Oh, yes there is,” Radcliffe re- 
plied, “it is for a young man to 
fee] that he doesn’t have to work 
to get a job—that he has a right 
to it and somebody has to give 
it to him.” 

Replying to an argument 
against the bill that it was drawn 
from the constitution of Rusala, 
Thomas said there was a full em- 
ployment provision in the Russian 
constitution, but that the pending 
measure was not drawn from that 
source. 

“The basic difference,” he said, 
‘is that in America we have be- 
fore us at all times the idea of 
the welfare of the individual. In 
the single will state, such as 
Russia, the basic theory is the 
welfare of the State, 


“We are not going to destroy 
the freedom of the individual, but 
we have got far away from the 
ancient conception of what consti- 
tutes freedom, People all over the 
world are calling on their gov- 
ernment to help them deal with 
modern problems, and government 
is reaching out to provide steps 
which will enable the individua) 
to enjoy his rights and his free- 
dom.” 

Termed “Insurance Policy.” 


Patman termed the bill an in- 
surance policy for the American 
people. “We may not need it, but 
it’s better to have it, if we do 
need it,” he said. Patman said 
103 members of the House from 
27 States had asked in writing to 
be listed as co-sponsors of the 
measure in the House, and he pre- 
dicted that soon after Congress re- 
convenes in October the list will 
include more than a majority of 
the members of the House. 

Free competitive enterprise and 
full employment are twin goals 
of the bill, Patman said, and each 
is regarded as of equal import- 
ance, 

“The bill recognizes,” he said, 
“that the maintenance of full em- 
ployment is essential to the con- 
tinued existence of free enterprise, 
just as the preservation of free 
enterprise is essential to our con- 
tinued existence as free men and 
women.” 

The bill makes it the responsi- 
bility of the Federal Government, 
in co-operation with business, 
labor, agriculture, State and local 
governments, to produce the con- 
ditions which will bring about full 
employment, he said. He consid- 
ered the Federal Government’s 
responsibility in three phases, 


Responsibility of Government. 

“First,” he said, “it is the gov- 
ernment’s responsibility to provide 
a Climate and an environment in 
which the necessary production 
and employment can be obtained 
through business investment, 
through decisions of individual] 
consumers, and through the activ- 
ities of state and local govern- 
ments. 

“Second, to the extent that there 
may be a danger of a deficiency in 
employment, the Federal Govern- 
ment must reappraise its policies 
and program and orient its activ- 
ities toward raising purchasing 
power and employment without 
additional expenditures by the 
Federal Government. This is to 
be done by using the whole tool 
kit of federal functions, which 
includes the government’s! policies 
and programs on taxation, bank- 
ing and currency, anti-trust action, 
labor relations and working con- 
ditions, agriculture, foreign trade 
and so on. 

“Third, as a last resort, {f un- 
employment still looms, the Fed 
eral Government is to develop an 
investment and expenditure pro- 
gram which will provide addition- 
al purchasing power to maintain 
production and keep people work- 
ing. This may mean useful public 
works. It can mean necessary 
and desirable public services. It 
can mean direct or guaranteed 
loans to. veterans, home owners, 
business men or state and local 
governments. 

To Prevent Unemployment. 

Patman said he wanted to em- 
phasize that the approach was not 
toward curing unemployment after 
it occurred, but toward preventing 
its occurrence, 

“It is our job,” he said,’“to do 
our best In looking ahead and pre- 
venting unemployment before it 
can develop, and, if it develops, to 
stop it in its tracks, without any 
delay whatsoever.” z 

Government action to prevent 
unemployment, he said, is not, as 
some have charged, “the road to 
serfdom.” 

“There is a road to serfdom,” 
he went on. “It is the road of 
inaction and defeatism. It is the 
road we shall inevitably traverse 
if the full employment bill should 
be rejected by Congress, or emas- 
culated through amendments that 
reduce it to merely a statement 
of pious hopes.”

“I considered it my duty as 
commander in chief to ask for an 
armistice. I took the decision my- 
self and on. purely 
grounds. There was no question 
of collusion with Marshal Petain.” 

Says Lebrun Suggested Move. 

He said, however, that the first 
suggestion for an armistice came 
from President Albert Lebrun, one 
of the first witnesses against the 
89-year-old Marshal, This was 
made at a War Committee meet- 
ing on May 25, 1940 when Wey- 
gand said Lebrun asked if it 
would not be better to obtain con- 
ditions of peace before the armies 
were destroyed, 

“I was not thinking of an armi- 
stice at that time,” he said, “1 
was still fighting the battle of the 
north and I had plans prepared 
for the battle of the Somme-Aisne 
to follow it.” 

He denied a statement previ- 
ously attributed to Petain ig 
which Weygand reportedly was 
instructed to “fight until your 
armies no longer are in liaison 
and then I, Petain, will impose an 
armistice.”

Traced Military Debacle. 

The general, who had been chief 
of staff to Marshal Foch, related 
events leading to the French col- 
lapse: 

“On May 20, I conversed with 
military leaders and decided to 
leave on the next day for the 
front. Reynaud asked me to com- 
municate with them every morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock. 

“On May 21, 1 saw King Leo- 
pold of Belgium and Gen. Billottee. 
I tried to convince Leopold to 
withdraw toward the west in or- 
der to maintain contact with the 
Allied armies. 

“On May 22, I reported to Rey- 
naud and Petain on my trip. This 
was followed by a Supreme War 
Council meeting attended by Prime 
Minister Churchill, The council 
approved my plan of action.” 

Weygand read minutes of that 
meeting, showing that even then, 
the armistice was being discussed. 
Lebrun’s comments were included 

Weygand recalled that Leopold 
capitulated on May 25 and that 
the British fell back toward the 
north, On May 29, Weygand said, 
he wrote Reynaud that the armies 
were fighting furiously, but that 
the high command should “look 
ahead.” He gave no explanation 
of that annotation. 

Warned Reynaud, 

Weygand said he warned “ey- 
naud that the time might arrive 
when German superiority in ma- 


crossed the Seine and the question | 
of defending Paris arose.

He or 
dered resistance continued, even 
among isolated units. He testified: 

“The moment had arrived when 
it was my duty to ask the Gov- 
ernment to demand an armistice. 
Co-ordinated reSistance was no 
longer possible. 

“T have fought honorably all my 
life. Am I finally to arrive at 
the etd of it in a betrayal of my 
honor? Ah, no, gentlemen.” 

Weygand then told how the 
French armies fell back and be- 
came tangled with streams of 
refugees. . He said there was no 
food nor shelter for anyone. 

The Supreme War Council met 
again on June 13 and “it was a 
very grave day.” Reynaud said 
he had seen Churchill again and 
told the British leader he had de- 
cided not to demand an armistice, 
Weygand testified, adding: 

“Two facts stupefied me. First, 
that Churchill should have come 
to Tours for the Supreme War 
Council meeting and then left 
without attending it; and second, 
that Renaud should have told 
Churchill that the cabinet would 
not ask for an armistice, when in 
fact no such decision had been

International Situation, 

He defined the internationa] sit- 
uation at the time of the armistice 
thus: 

“Spain had just changed its po- 
sition from neutrality to non- 
belligerency. Spain had claims on 
our Morocco. Suppose Spain had 
attacked Gibraltar? Suppose it 
had attacked our frontier? With 
the French Government and army 
in North Africa, Italy could have 
sent full force against us. The 
Italians could have moved direct- 
ly against Tunisia.” 

He pointed out that North Afri- 
ca had no war industry, adding: 

“We couldn't carry on a long 
way from there. We could not 
have waited years for the United 
States to arm. North Africa would 
have been lost if we had tried to 
defend ourselveg there. 

“As to preparing a redoubt in 
Brittany, did they (the Govern- 
ment) expect us to prepare it in 
15 days?” 

Tried to Keep Fleet. 

Weygand said he_ instructed 
French delegates to the armistice 
meeting at Compiegne not to ac- 
cept German demands for delivery 
of the fleet or for concessions in 
North Africa. He said that thus

He saw Gen. Weygand and told 
him: “I hope you will be suc- 
cessful. The only hope: lies in 
carrying out the order that I 
gave yesterday.” 

Gen Weygand agreed. 

Gen. Gamelin felt convinced 
that Gen. Weygand was confident 
of being able to save the situation. 
Even as late as June 11, 1940, the 
day before he asked for an ar- 
mistice, Gen. Weygand stated at 
the Supreme Council meeting. held 
at Briare: “. Though the po- 
sition is most critical, victory may 
fall to either side.” 

Gen. Weygand explained his 
plan of compaign on May 22 to 
Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ili and me at the Castle of Vin- 
cennes. 

It should be remembered 
two of three French armies, 
tween Sedan and Antwerp, 
disappeared:

The King of the Belgians was 
at that time wavering between 
two plans, Gen. Weygand's and 
one of his own which would put 
the B®igian army in a defensive 
hedgehog and thre&tened to leave 
exposed the northefn flank of the 
Franco-British forces in Belgium. 
Gen. Weygand had _ vigorously 
protested against this last. 

Winston Churchill, Sir John 
Dill (who had succeeded Gen. Sir 
Edmund Ironside as chief of the 
Imperial General Staff) and I 
gave our entire approval to ‘en. 
Wevgand’s plan. 

Churchill pointed out that Gen. 
Tord Gort’s British forces had 
supplies for only four days; that 
all the foodstuffs and war mate- 
rial of the British Expeditionary 
Force were scattered along the 
coast from Calais to St. Nazaire; 
and that “it is indispensable to re- 
open communications between the 
armies of the north and those of 
the south, by way of Arras.” 

The area between Cambrai and 
St. Quentin was therefore of de- 
cisive importance. 

After the conference, Churchill 
lictated a resume of the decisions. 
Gen. Weygand agreed with this 
resume. 

From this time on I felt it my 
duty to back the Weygand plan 
with all my strength. We had 
two weak spots—we lacked a 
tank corps, and we lacked an 
air force. . 

I could do nothing, in May 
1940, to procure the former for 
my country, but, right up to 
June 11, I kept pressing Church- 
fii—being myself the object of 
urgent representations from 
Gen, Weygand—to obtain in- 
creased support from the British 
Air Force, so as to reduce the 
inferiority which resulted from 
our own deficiencies. 

On May 24, Gen. Weygand got 
the impression that the British 
high command was weakening 
about the execution of his plan, 
and I consequently telegraphed to 
Churchill: 

“Gen. Weygand laid before you 
the day before yesterday at Vin- 
cennes in my presence a plan to 
which you and the officers with 
you gave your entire approval. 

“You summarized this plan in 
writing, and Gen. Weygand ap- 
proved your summary.

On that same day Churchill sent 
me the following message, -which 
was intended for Gen. Weygand: 

“Gen. Gort telegraphs that it 
is absolutely essential to main- 
tain co-ordination on the northern 
front between the three different 
armies. He says that he cannot 
organize this co-ordination, for he 
is already engaged in battle to 
the north and to the south, and 
his lines of communication are 
threatened, 

“Sir Roger Keyes, head of the 
British Military Mission to the 
King of the Belgians, has, more- 
over, informed me that, up till 
3 o'clock this afternoon (May 23), 
Belgian general headquarters and 
the King were without orders. 
How does this happen, seeing that 
you assured me that Blanchard 
and Gort were working hand-in- 
hand ? 

“I am fully aware of the dif- 
ficulty of maintaining liaison, but 
1 do not see any effective co- 
operation in the conduct of the 
operations in the north, where the 
enemy is seis nae 0 tied his 
troops.

Three years ago, when that ar- 
rogant navy plowed the Pacific in 
lightning conquest that could not 
be stopped or even seriously de- 
layed by the enfeebled Allies, its 
ultimate destruction was but a 
dream held by resolute optimists. 

Even six months ago, after it 
laboriously had been whittled 
down, the enemy heavy fleet's end 
was a thing to anticipate as the 
fruit of some final ferocious bat- 
tle or series-of battles. 

Instead, the collapse was possi- 
bly the greatest anticlimax of the 
war. 

American and Britisk carrier 
planes went in to Yokosuka and 
Kure, Japan’s\two most powerful 
naval bases, and wrecked what re- 
mained of the imperial navy. Four 
battleships, at least six aircraft 
carriers and six cruisers plus 
scores of lesser warships were 
caught and smashed as they lay at 
moorings under clever but ineffec- 
tive camouflage. 


Had Little Fight. 


The Japanese did not fight 
back, except for fairly heavy 
anti-aircraft fire; their once-dom- 
inant air power scarcely ventured 
into the skies in defense of what 
was Japan's greatest military as- 
set for purposes both of war and 
of peace. 

A staff officer of the American 
Third Fleet, sitting in his flag- 
ship off the coast of Japan, was 
able to comment in flat, conclu- 
sive tones, “this is it; this is the 
end of the Jap Navy.” 

Even the Italian navy, long the 
butteof wardroom jests, had given 


a better account of itself. 

True, the Italians had kept to 
port for more than two years; 
true, they had turned tail on sev- 
eral occasions prior to that, Yet 
the Italian fleet was well-defended 
in its harbors, defended for a pur- 
pose which became evident Sept: 
8, 1943, when Italy surrendered, 


The fleet unquestionably was a 
powerful bargaining point in that 
surrender, possibly the most pow- 
erful the Italians possessed. In 
Italian hands it would have been 
a perpetual threat to the security 
of the Mediterranean; in German 
hands it would have been a men- 
ace. With it, the Italians were 
able to talk terms. 

Even after its long sojourn in 
harbor, the Italian fleet had suffi- 
cient spirit—and fire power—to 
fight its’ way out against the Ger- 
mans and ma! an honorable 
surrender. 


Ignominious End. 


In contrast, the Japanese fleet 

has been blasted in dock in ig- 
nominious fashion new to naval 
history. 
' Even the German high seas 
fleet, surrendered more or less 
intact, had the unhappy consola- 
tion of scuttling itself in Scapa 
flow after World War I. No such 
morale factor remains to the Jap- 
anese, 

A stroke of positive significance 
to the world for perhaps genera- 
tions to come was accomplished 
by the American naval airmen 
with comparative simplicity and 
dispatch,

A School Board Blunder 


To the Edifor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your advocacy of a change in the 
method of selection of the Schoo) Board 
‘will perhaps bear fruit some day. From 
time to time you have listed the many 
instances of failure of the board to 
adopt statesmanlike policies due to the 
mediocre type of board member. 

Your letter column has contained 
“many criticisms since disclosure of the 
deplorable condition of our educational 
standards. A recent writer pointed out 
that the quality of leadership ‘among 
principals hag deteriorated because ap- 
pointments too often are made from 
high-school teachers who are for the 
most part without training or experi- 
ence in the elementary field. 

I wish to go a step further and high- 
light the fatal blunder made by the 
board in 1940 in the drastic policy of 
retiring large numbers of high-grade, 
skilled and experienced administrators 
with outstanding records of efficiency 
and achievement just because they: had 
reached their seventieth birthdays (Why 
should one day make such a tremendous 
difference? One day the person in ques- 
tion is. considered eminently satisfac- 
tory; but the very next day he is con- 
gidered absolutely incapable.) 

The City of Detroit and the entire 
State of Illinois are examples of a Sys- 
tem where the retirement age was fixed 
at 70, but where the boards have the 
privilege of retaining efficient principals 
on a year-to-year basis. Such a provi- 
sion seems wise, as it prevents the sud- 
den withdrawal—scrapping—of out+~« 
standing members of the staff to the 
detriment of the boys and girls. The 
latest test results in St. Louis would 
geem to bear this out. 

In 1916 and again in 1938, in a city- 
wide test survey, St. Louis stood well 
above the national average, and this 
under a large number of the “old heads,” 

We need—emphatically and without a 
doubt—a new method of selecting board 
members if we want top-ranking schools 
here in St. Louis. 8. L. F

Articles and editorials relative to. a 
statement I made concerning the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memorial on 
the riverfront are misleading. I did not 
say there was an opportunity for the 
Congress to appropriate Federal funds,’ 
which, together with the city’s contribu- 
tion, would provide for the completion 
of the Memorial. What I did say was that 
I hoped to have the limitation that has 
been carried in the appropriation bill 
removed, 

As you will recall, there was a group 
strongly opposed to this project. They: 
came to Washington and contacted mem- 
bers of Congress, who made critical 
speeches on the subject. Former Con- 
_gressman Lambertson of Kansas was 
one who listened to this group. He was 
a member of the Appropriations Sub-, 
committee that considered the appropri-. 
ation for the National Park Service. He 
succeeded in having a limitation placed 
in the bill every year which provided 
that no part of the funds appropriated 
for the National Park Service could be 
used in connection with the Jefferson 
“National Expansion Memorial. 

There are scores of national parks and 
historical sites belonging to the Govern- 
ment, but the Jefferson Memorial proj- 
éct is the only one restricted from using 
National Park funds. The little money 
that is being spent in upkeep is taken 
“from the balance on hand of St. Louis’s 
contribution. 

It was removal of this unfair limita- 
tion that I referred to. My contact 
with members of the present subcom-. 
mittee warrants my feeling it can be.

Reconversion Is Urgent 


No one will dispute the premise, repeated in 
ihe Senate War Investigating Committee’s im- 
portant report on economic management now 
and for tomorrow, that beating Japan is still the 
first order of public business. As the commit- 
tee also argues, however, we must be prepared 
for V-J day as we were not for Pearl Harbor. 
Otherwise, the winning of military security will 
most assuredly be accompanied by a staggering 
defeat of stability and economic well-being. 

Proceeding from that premise, the committee 
tells an unhappy story. If the war goes famously 
—which it obviously does—preparations for the 
first crucial months of non-war lag badly—dis- 
astrously so, if Japan should capitulate any time 
soon. And if large-scale reconversion unemploy- 
ment ever gets a foothold, the report argues, 
it will set up “an inertia which is very difficult 
to overcome and will seriously interfere with 
achieving prosperity.” 

We did profit by the lesson of World War I 
to set up a good contract-termination proce- 
dure, the committee finds. Otherwise, however, 
the record is bad. Surplus disposal is still in a 
tangle. Congress itself, the committee might 
have pointed gut, has been unduly laggard on 
this question, and has still not approved a work- 
able one-man control. 

Congress must also bear responsibility for the 
lack of basic economic data for reconversion. 
In the face of as great a need for facts and 
figures as we shall ever face, it is starving census 
activities with meager appropriations. Some 
members would even abolish the useful Bureau 
of Labor Statistics as ‘‘academic’—as though 
they would rather legislate in the dark than in 
the light. Congress must also take the blame 
for its reluctance to provide reasonable unem- 
ployment benefits. 

The executive branch, however, can get rid of 
some major causes of delay with powers already 
in existence. One of them, the committee points 
out, is the armed forces’ hoarding of men who 
could obviously serve their country better out 
of uniform than in. Granted that there is some 
personal injustice in discharging coal miners, 
textile and railroad workers and lumberjacks 
with fewer points than their fellows. Consider- 
ing the greater good, however, the Army’s 
reluctance should be overridden. 

There is no gain, least of all for veterans, if 
avoidable scarcity of reconversion manpower de- 
lays the day when industry has jobs ready for 
them. Nothing, in fact could strengthen their 
fighting morale more than to know that jobs will 
be ready as fast as they are for them. 

At the very center of the committee’s recom- 
mendation is the recognition that strong Federal 
management is as indispensable in the reconver- 
sion as it was in the mobilization, and hence that 
a better gathering of forces is now needed with- 
in the Federal establishment. As matters stand, 
a host of agencies ‘are working in separate com- 


partments, often at cross-purposes. 


The consequence is endless delay and lost 
motion while urgent questions are weaving a 
devious way to the Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion. Ending the trouble, as the 
committee proposes, by making Mobilization 
Director John W. Snyder a supervisor over all 
the reconversion agencies, instead of the “um- 
pire” that he now is, makes theoretical sense. 

With one reservation, it also makes practical 
sense. 
many times larger than one man can handle, or- 
ganization like a conventional centralized depart- 
ment would bog down reconversion worse than 
it already is. There is no reason, however, 
why the Mobilization Director could not become 
the instrument to- prescribe. broad executive 
policy and interpret congressional policy to all 
the agencies, leaving them free to exercise much 
discretion within that frame. 

The whole report is urgent business. It 
should lead to prompt action within the limits 
of executive authority. It should also become 
first order of business when Congress convenes 
after the vacation which the state of the public 
business does not warrant its taking.

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Enlightened, But Not Extreme 

The British Labor Government’s program, as 
stated in the article by Clement R. Attlee pub- 
lished yesterday, sounds for the most part like a 
platform for American progressives rather than 
anything with so leftist a sound as the Socialist 
label worn by the new Prime Minister’s party. 
It might be identified, except for its nationaliza- 
tion proposals, as Henry Wallace liberalism, 
even to the point of borrowing the former Vice 
President's phrase about “the century of the 
common man.” 

It is indeed an enlightened and moderately 
stated program with which progressives of any 
country would go far in agreeing. Certainly 
there is nothing radical in urging jpternational 
co-operation, more world trade, higher standards 
of living, control of inflation, better housing, full 
employment, financial stability, well-planned dis- 
tribution, fair returns to producers, control of 
monopolies, and so on, These are the matters 
which most concern the common man, no matter 
what his nationality, and they should be the first 
concern of representative government anywhere. 

The nationalization program is not so extreme, 
either, as the mere word might indicate. It is 
intended as a remedy for particular British 
problems which the old-line remedies have failed 
to solve. In fact, the further advances in public 
control now authorized by vote of the people 
-mean merely going ahead from where the Con- 
servatives left off. They had already nationalized 
coal deposits, Attlee explains; his Government 
now plans to take the same step as to coal pro- 
duction. The Tories had also made a Beginning 
of state control fer electric lines and gas. The 
social security program announced by Mr. 
Churchill some time ago is another indication 
that the trend to-be pushed by Labor had already 
begun before they came to power. ’ 

The Labor program concerns itself alniosi en- 
tirely with domestic and Empire issues. The 
pledge of utmost effort in the war against Japan, 
which is no more a party matter in Britain than 
in this country, is the only reference to foreign 
policy. There is no statement as to the new 
Government’s policy on treatment at Germany, 
contro] of German industry or punishment of 
war criminals. There are no referencés to the 
future policies concerning Spain, Greece, Italy, 
Belgium, Yugoslavia and other countries where 
Churchill’s methods had caused controversy.

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Attlee will sign may cast light on some of these 
issues. Their omission from the party pro- 
gram doubtless means that the Labor chiefs want 
to-await developments before binding themselves 
to definite policies. In this field, even more 
than in domestic matters, the decisions of 
Britain's new Government will be eagerly 
awaited by the outside world. 
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The Rebuff to De Gaulle 


Suppose the only Federal authority in this 
country consisted of a one-house legislature 
whose business was to govern the country, gov- 
ern a rootless executive branch and write a 
new constitution at the same time. Would 
we trust such a legislature—having supreme 
powers—to write a.constitution creating a strong 
enough executive department to meet our needs? 
Would we trust it to do all the business of 
governing and all the business of constitution- 
creating with the wisdom and thoroughness 
each task demands? Would we do so in a 
time of gravest national emergency? 

That's the impracticable, unworkable, wholly 
unrealistic plan passed by the French Consulta- 
tive Assembly after it rejected the proposal 
of Gen. De Gaulle. For the sake of France 
and of the stability of Europe, surely the French 
leader will not let it stand, but will force a 
compromise that means a better chance for the 
constitutional reform so sadly needed. 

Gen. De Gaulle is a stern, self-consciously 
missionary type whose stiff-lipped pride has 
not been well received abroad. But he still 
has at heart the sterling purpose of giving 
France, through due elective processes, a 
Fourth Republic free of the weaknesses that 
shook the Third with crisis after crisis and 
made governments and parliaments venal’ and 
irresponsible. It is worth nothing that in the 
life-span of Marshal Petain, now on trial for 
betraying French democracy and setting up an 
authoritarian regime, there were 108 different 
French governments, the last one his own. 

The trouble has been, beginning with the 
First Republic which lasted 12 years, that France 
tried to adopt the British parliamentary system 
almost in toto, but without the background, the 
traditions, the evolutionary history, the checks 
and balances to make it work. A democracy 


spawned by revolution, or created full-blown as 


was that of Czechoslovakia, must have execu- 
tive strength that is not subject to every caprice 
and whim of the legislative branch. 

It has been our own experience that the exec- 
utive power carries with it an executive re- 
sponsibility such as France has never enjoyed. 
Even when she had the men to govern wisely, 
she had not the means to help them do so. 

Gen. De Gaulle proposed—inopportunely, in 
a speech at Brest, but nonetheless wisely—that 
the people vote in the October elections on 
whether the Assembly they elect at that time 
should be the lower house under the old Con- 
stitution, or a special constitutional convention 
to write a new one. Somewhere between this 
referendum plan and the one put forward by 
resolution in the Consultative Assembly must 
lie a compromise that safeguards all interests— 
the power of the provisional executive in the 
interim period, a measure of control by the 
Assembly over the executive during the same 
period, and the reconstitution of French democ- 
racy with a sensible balance of Federal powers. 

If power-conscious left-wing pressure in the 
present Assembly will get back on keel, there's 
a good chance for France to show the rest of 
Europe what a Continental parliamentary sys- 
tem ought to be. 
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Some Quotations for Stalin 

Joseph Stalin is a busy man, and obviously 
hasn’t much time for ruminating over the 
classics, but thére are a few brief statements 
from the wisdom of the ages that might be 
brought to his attention. For instance, Shake- 
speare said: “Defer no time; delays have dan- 
gerous ends.” Quintilian remarked: “While we 
ponder when to begin, it becomes too late to 
do.” Livy asserted: “There is danger in delay.” 
And Longfellow proclaimed: “Do not delay: the 
golden moments fly.” 

Of course, censorship restrictions being what 
they are, it would be improper for any Amer- 
ican to mention the particular instance of delay 
to which these quotations might apply. But one 
more quotation might not be out of order; this 
time from Churchill: “The results (in the war 
against Japan) may come much quicker than we 
have hitherto been entitled to expect’ And the 
anthology can be rounded out with a strictly 
American apothegm, from the depths of the old 
swimming hole: ‘‘Come on in; the water’s fine.” 
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The Urban Redevelopment Bills 


Two points should be made about the pending 
bills to facilitate slum clearance, which were 
analyzed in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. One 
is that the Legislature which accepts them 
should also enact the other bills (analyzed Sun- 
day) on behalf of “Federal” housing, the most 
important of which would enable new construc- 
tion by offering continued tax exemption. Accept- 
ing tax limitation for private redevelopment, only 
a very selfish interest indeed would deny it to 
public housing. It would also be a very short- 
sighted interest, for public housing reaches down 
to a level of income which no business enter- 
prise can hope to touch. 

The other point is that while these bills are 
correct in broad purpose and in many particu- 
lars, some details need much mulling over. It 
is by no means sure, for example, that it is 
wise to substitute local regulation for the de- 
tailed code of rules in the present law. 

Serious questions may be raised, too, against 
allowing dividend returns up to 8 per cent. 
Money is plentiful and interest rates on most 
kinds of enterprise have long trended downward. 
If the present 6 per cent is arbitrary, 8 per 
cent would be equally so unless it were first 
reasonably demonstrated that it is required to 
attract investment. Certainly no excessive rate 
should be allowed to inflate annual costs. Un- 
less land and construction cost can be reduced 
markedly from present levels, it is going to be 
tough enough to reach a tolerable scale of rents 
without throwing in unnecessary handicaps. 

The purpose of the bills is indisputably good. 
So much is at stake, however, that it becomes 
all the more urgent to make them as nearly 
perfect tools as ean be developed for that 
purpose.

John W, Snyder, cheerful 
banker, now becomes, under the President; 
the most powerful figure in the Govern- 
ment—the Director of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion. 


In that job, Mr. Snyder can tell OPA 
what to do about rationing and WPB what 
to do about production of the things civil- 
ians want. He can decide when present re- 
strictions on salaries and wages should be 
relaxed... His powers touch the ordinary 
civilian at many points. 


He has charge of policy for the reconver- 
sion of industry to peace, and, to make his 
policies effective, he can give orders to any 
of the Government departments or war- 
time agencies. Mr, Snyder also controls 
the disposal of wartime surpluses and the 
Office of Contract Settlement, so his deci- 
sions are of great concern to business men. 


He takes up his new post after a brief 
career in the Government, and few are fa- 
miliar with the man, his personality, his 
views and the way in which his vast 
powers are likely to be used. 


To Administer Truman Ideas 


Mr, Snyder probably is President Tru- 
man’s closest and most intimate friend, If 
the new Administration is to have a Harry 
Hopkins, it apparently will be he. 


In domestic matters, Mr. Hopkins wag a 
strong leftward influence upon President 
Roosevelt. But Mr. Snyder's function will 
be to restrain President Truman in any of 
his leftward tendencies. For Mr. Snyder 
has all the conservatism that his Midwest- 
ern banking background indicates. 


In OWMR, Mr. Snyder takes over a go- 
ing concern, War policies and reconversion 
plans have been worked out and firmly es- 
tablished by his two predecessors, James 
F, Byrnes and Fred M, Vinson. Both Mr. 
Byrnes and Mr. Vinson now are in the 
Cabinet, they have Mr. Truman’s ear and 
it seems unlikely any major changes will 
be made, 

The prospect is, in fact, that, where Mr. 
Byrnes and Mr. Vinson gave the job vigor- 
ous and personal direction, Mr. Snyder 
will become administrator for the Presi- 
dent and the President’s ideas. 

This is not exactly what Congress wanted 
when it enacted the OWMR law. during 
the Roosevelt administration, It intended 
that OMWR should be more or less inde- 
pendent of the President and responsible 
primarily to Congress. But Congress is not 
complaining of the new situation. Mr. Tru- 
man’s painstaking co-operation served to 
quiet any criticism on that account, 


Would Concentrate Responsibility 


Mr. Snyder is on cordial terms with the 
Army and Navy, This relationship is un- 
likely to be jeopardized by any refusal, in 
the interest of civilian production, to give 
the services what they ask for. That be- 
came policy under Mr. Byrnes and was 
continued by Mr, Vinson. 

In RFC, Mr. Snyder had some experience 
with the surplus disposal problem. Under 
the Surplus Property Board, he had charge 
of the sale of surplus machine tools, de- 
fense plants and aircraft, Now he has con- 
trol over all surplus disposal. 

He agrees strongly with President Tru- 
man that a one-man administrator should 
replace the board and all activities be cen- 
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Midwestern 


tralized as much as possible. 
such a change on Congress. 


Mr. Snyder dislikes bureaucracy and is 
fully alert to its tendency to perpetuate 
itself. As war agencies or their subdivi- 
sions become unnecessary, he may be ex- 
pected to do his utmost to have them elim- 
inated, Some can be liquidated by exec- 
utive order, Others require congressional 
action. The law makes it Mr. Snyder's duty 
to recommend such action when needed. 


Friends From World War I 


Mr. Truman and Mr. Snyder struck up a 
close and lasting friendship as fellow offi- 
cers of the same regiment in the First 
World War. Between wars, they, with 
Harry Vaughan, now a Brigadier General 
and Mr. Truman’s military aide, were the 
three Colonels of a National Guard brigade, 
which helped to keep contacts intimate, 


After the first conflict, Mr.. Truman 
Mr, Snyder both entered the retail bus 
ness, and each has retained an endurin 
sympathy for the small business man. At 
the invitation of a banker uncle, Mr. Snyder 
entered the latter’s bank as a bookkeeper, 
liked the business and stayed with it. 


He worked for the Comptroller of the 
Currency, helping settle the affairs of de- 
funct banks after the crash of 1933. Later, 
he went to the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation as manager of its St. Louis 
agency, and, in 1940, RFC brought him to 
Washington to help operate its subsidiary, 
Defense Plant Corporation, In 1943, he 
resigned to become senior vice president of 
a big St. Louis bank, but Mr, Truman 
brought him back into the Government 
three months ago as Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator and head of RFC.

His Severe Test Lies Ahead 


Mr. Snyder is a friendly person with a 
ready grin, whose eyes often twinkle be- 
hind hig steel-rimmed glasses. He gets 
along well with people. He is energetic 
and keeps anything but the bankers’ hours 
associated with his background. 


The big test of his capacities will come 
with the end of the Japanese war. ‘If it 
should end soon and suddenly, that test 
would be severe, 


Government expenditures for munitions 
would drop quickly from  $4,500,000,000 
monthly to less than a tenth of that sum, 
se 6,600,000 workers would be thrown 
out of employment somewhat abruptly. Re- 
conversion would then be far from a 
gradual, planned process. 


Being a conservative, Mr. Snyder is any- 
thing but a planner of the nation’s peace- 
time economic life. He respects the sound- 
ness of the dollar. He does not favor heavy 
Federal spending as a balance wheel for 
unemployment. He wants to remove Gov- 
ernment wartime business controls as 
quickly and as widely as. possible. 


Where reconversion is concerned, he be- 
lieves that the greatest stabilizing influ- 
ence will be the ability and ingenuity of 
the individual business man in stabilizing 
himself, That belief is to be an important 
basis of his. policy.

When he first stood on the hill, Casey 
was watching the “terrible armor of Ger- 
many roll into France.” On his second 
trip, he was seeing the “broken columns of 
German tanks and infantry winding inte 
the mists and out of France.” 

“*There's been a lot going on since you 
were here last,’ observed the Major. He 
was right about that.” 

The “lot” that had been going on in- 
cluded most of the fronts of the war at 
one time or another, and Casey saw them 
all. At times he was in the battle line, 
at times in the fringes—even the lunatic 
fringes—of the war. 

Here again the author spoils his work 
by the elfin touch and by allusions to other 
incidents which apparently would be side 
splitting if the reader knew what Casey 
was talking about. 

While there can be too much of the 
stark and the grim in reporting a war. 
there also can be too much of the light 
touch and the off-handed. Sometimes Mr. 
Casey seems to be aware that he is record- 
ing a conflict bloodier and more horrible 
than any the world has seen. When he 
does, his words take on a deep and moving 
tone. But when he writes with a preoceu- 
pation in the trivial, he offends: good taste.

Laski, whom the Conservatives chose to make the bogy man of their 


campaign. 

Laski has always furnished am- 
ple material for that part. A thin 
wisp of a man, he looks like a 
caricature of a professor. 

. In striking contrast to the new 
Prime Minister, Laski is highly 
articulate. He has opinions on 
every subject under the sun and 
he expresses them with epigram- 
matic brilliance. His detractors 
have often accused him of sacri- 
ficing the truth for an epigram. 
Only during the war years has 
he been taken into the inner coun- 
cils of the partv. He was first a 
member and then chairman of the 
executive committee of the Labor 
party. 

This does not mean, however, 
that his position is comparable to 
that of Chairman Robert Hanne- 
gan of the Democratic National 
Committee. The executive com- 
mittee of the Labor party is a 
policy-making body which has lit- 
tle or nothing to do with running 
elections and distributing patron- 
age. 


Conscience of the Party. 

The role that Laski has made 
for himself is more important 
than his official position. He has 
become the conscience of the La- 
bor party. There is some interest- 
ing history back of this. 

In the Spanish Civil War, fo- 
mented with the backing of the 
Fascist powers, Germany and Italy 
tried out their new weapons and 
their new tactics. That was obvi- 
ous to anyone who visited Spain 
even briefly. I talked to young 
German flyers in a prison hos- 
pital in Madrid who boasted of 
their exploits and hinted of their 
future conquests outside of Spain. 

But most of the world, includ- 
ing the leaders of Britain’s Labor 
party, did not want to recognize 
the grim truth that the Spanish 
war was simply the first battle 
in the Fascist drive to conquer 
Europe. It was the Baldwin- 
Chamberlain-Blum era, when many 
people were trying to look the 
other’ way in order not to see un- 
pleasant happenings on the oppo- 
site side of the street. 

London in the fall‘of 1937, after 
the rigors and terrors of Madrid, 
seemed wrapped in complacent 
sleep. Arthur Greenwood, then 
more important in Labor party 
councils than he is now, com- 
plained that his whole vacation in 
the country had been ruidped by a 
deluge of telegrams urging him to 
get his party to take action on 
Spain. Parliament was enjoying a 
long recess. 

In the course of an interview 
with Laski, later, I reported this 
incident. He looked immensely 
pleased and said: 

“T had those telegrams sent.” 


He was a gadfly, talking in turn 
and out about the threat of Fas- 
cism and the dire peril of the 
democracies... While there were 
few then who cared to listen, either 
in the Labor party or anywhere 
else, Laski has since developed 
a popular following in his party 
among those who recognize that 
his warnings were’ elemental 
truth. 


Urged Unity With Russia. 


Beginning with the Nazi attack 
on Russia, he has helped to bring 
the Labor party around to a more 
friendly attitude toward Russia. 
Between British trade ,union So- 
cialists and the Communists there 
had been deep suspicion and hos- 
tility. Sir Walter Citrine, secre- 
tary of the Trades Union Con- 
gress, wrote a book sharply crit- 
ical of the Soviet Union. In 1943, 
however, he went back to Moscow 
and since has taken a pro-Russian 
line. While the course of the war 
really determined it, Laski can 
take some credit, since he had 
consistently argued the need to 
work with the Russians. 

Laski has never run for Parlia- 
ment. Within the Parliamentary 
Labor party, made up of_ Labor 
members of Parliament and a 
more or less independent entity, 
his influence is slight. 


Vocal on Foreign Policy. 


What voice he does have in the 
new Government is likely to be 
more on the foreign than the do- 
mestic side.

Will Conduct Soil and Health 
Research on Land Given 
by Dr. Clopton. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 

Washington University School 
of Medicine will use the 850-acre 
Brookhill Farm in Pike County, 
Missouri, gift of Dr. Malvern B. 
Clopton, for research in the rela- 
tion of soil to human health and 
body-building. Income of a $100,- 
000 endowment fund, to be estab- 
lished by Dr. Clopton in connec- 
tion with the gift of land, will be 
used in the same line of research. 

The St. Louis surgeon, who was 
president of Washington Univer- 
sity Corporation from 1932 to 1942, 
and who has made previous gifts 
to the university, in a letter made 
public today expressed his desire 
that the farm’s soils and products 
“be used to show how properly 
treated soils will grow more nu- 
tritious crops and livestock prod- 
ucts, to build healthier bodies for 
stronger men.” 

He urged also that improvement 
of the soil be continued, to bring 
it to a high state of fertility, and 
that the economic phases of the 
property be considered, except in 
purely research work. He provid- 
ed that three members of the Uni- 
versity Corporation should have 
special responsibility for the farm, 
and should associate with them 
three members of the Medical 
School faculty and three other per- 
sons, including lawyers, interested 
in agriculture. He named D. How- 
ard Doane, head of the Doane 
Agricultural Service, which now 
has the management of the farm, 
as one of the last-designated trio. 

Committee of Nine. 

“This,” Dr. Clopton wrote, “will 
make a committee of nine mem- 
bers who will plan the course of 
investigation and research to fol- 
low, and they will be the judges 
of the results. When not satisfied 
with the progress that has been 
made, they can decide to abandon 
the research and add the endow- 
ment to the Medical School funds 
as part of their endowment.” 

He said further that he desired 
to see the management of the 
farm carried on as it has been 
but that, should the farm cease 
to be of scientific and research 
value, it may be sold, and the 
proceeds added to the endowment 
of the School of Medicine. 

The farm near Clarksville, 8&5 
miles north of St. Louis, is in two 
units, so operated as to minimize 
erosion and _ increase fertility. 
Corn, alfalfa and other crops have 
yields which are among the high- 
est in the region. The principal 
crops are grown in the valley, bor- 
dered by rolling blue grass pas- 
tures. 

A herd of pure-bred Jersey cat- 
tle is on the farm, and dairying is 
supplemented by the feeding of 
steers, hogs and sheep. Fine sad- 
dle horses have also been raised 
on the place, including Dr. Clop-} 
ton’s favorite horse, Veto, which 
has won many horse show prizes.

ORAL epidemics tend to spread as physical epidemics do. 

Even now we Americans have to defend ourselves against 

contamination of Nazi ideology and emotion. Nazi and 
Fascist agents have united with American fanatics in planting 
and spreading the germs of racial, cultural and religious hatred. 
It becomes our duty to be forewarned. None of us wants to 
embrace the cult of Nazi and Fascist slogans and phrases. Our 
boys have not offered up their lives to provide safe haven at 
home to intolerance and persecution, 

* * * 

WHEN an anti-Christ like Hitler arises we are reawakened 
to our common religious ideals. Not only are Catholic and 
Protestant joined in a defense of their common Christianity; 
they are recalled to renewed awareness of their incalculable’ 
debt to Judaism and the Jews. When Hitler was making 
anti-Semitism an instrument of international power politics by 
rasing his cry of “Aryans and anti-Semites of all nations united 
in the etrugg ¢ against the Jewish race,” the Pope declared: 
“Anti-Sen:itien: . . . is a movement in which we Christians can 
have no part ~“hatsoever. .. . Anti-Semitism is unacceptabie. 
Spritually we are Semites.” 

* * * 

YET THERE ARE still some among us, calling themselves 
Christians, who follow the Nazi line of anti- Semitism and fail 
to see that in attacking the Jews they undermine the basic 
tenets of Christianity, that they are attacking all that is fine 
and decent in all men of all creeds, and that they are waging 
war against the civilized life which has been built up so pain- 
fully from the slime of prehistoric hates through thousands of 
years.

SOME MODERN PHILOSOPHERS do not subscribe to the 
doctrines of any established church or religion. But they and 
the great American iconoclasts share with the great religious 
leaders a faith in the potentialities of all human beings to 
achieve the full dignity of a mature, self-respecting individual 
who respects the rights of others. They share in the Christian 
faith that every human being, irrespective of color, creed or 
class, is entitled to lead his own life free from coercion and 
oppression by others and is capable of socially beneficial action 
if only given the proper opportunities.

MENTAL HEALTH is one of the most critical problems in 
America, Almost 2,000,000 men have been rejected or later 
discharged from the Army and Navy because of mental and 
nervous reasons. Our hospitals are jammed to overflowing 
with mental cases. From the tax angle alone, this is an acute 
situation confronting all citizezs, Ten years ago I started this 
psychology column as a partial~means of vaccinating America 
against mental breakdowns, for I saw~then the trend. 

Fear is the major cause of mental breakdowns. People are 
afraid of innumerable things. They fear other people. They 
fear censure. They fear insanity or feeble-mindedness in their 
old age, or they fear God because of secret sins. Or they fear 
the future, both as regards economics and health. Fear causes 
more worry and pain than actual organic ailments.

TEACH YOUR CHILDREN to mingle with others of their 
age. Give them brothers and sisters to help socialize them, 
and take advantage of the nursery school and Sunday school 
before kindergarten age. Give them honest, scientific answers 
to their sex queries in childhood. 

In adolescence, teach them the social graces and recrea- 
tional skills of their generation, including swimming, skating, 
baseball and football, tennis, bicycle riding, etc. Educate them 
in the formula for being an interesting conversatignalist. En- 
courage them to learn to be economically self-sufficient. Let 
them build confident personalities according to accepted 
modern patterns, Teach them that everybody is afraid, but the 
brave person simply forces himself to go ahead and do what 
he knows is right, in spite of his panic and trembling knees.

U.S., British and Russian Soldiers Barter Among’ Selves and’ Germans

BERLIN (By airmail) 


MARKET stranger by far 
than the bazaars of Istanbul or 
Damascus operates in the 
Alexanderplatz, the square in the 
center of Berlin, in the jagged 
shadows of the Royal Palace and 
other new historic ruins. 

While the Big Three meet with- 
in the disinfected confines of their 
Potsdam compound, their soldiers 
gather here to barter and trade, 
buy and sell. Mingling among 
them are German civilians, carry- 
ing brief cases and handbags, and 
they too, have things to trade. 
And there are sallow girls who 
can only offer themselves,

to bubble and boll, The prices 
are fantastic, and so is the whole 
atmosphere, and until you have 
seen it, and mingled with the trad- 
ers, it is unbelievable.

Fhey come with their pockets

Some hadn't been paid in as 
long as three years, but most of 
them hadn't received their pay for 
18 months. They were paid off 
in marks, and the money is burn- 
ing in their pockets—particularly 
since they can return to Russia 
with only a limited amount of 
cash.
